
PVSC provides assistance with site selection, 
any and all cleanup supplies, tools, dump-
sters and disposal fees to any volunteer 
group willing to carry out a water-related 
cleanup in our district. Since 1998 PVSC has 
sponsored over 970 individual cleanups 
along shorelines and in communities. 

PVSC’s River Restoration personnel carry out 
the kinds of jobs that necessitate the use of 
heavy equipment to remove such things as 
fallen trees, shopping carts, car parts, etc.  
These projects are undertaken upon request 
by municipal officials or concerned citizens 
and can be conducted on any waterway in 
the PVSC service area. 

In 1999, PVSC added floatables removal to 
the program using grant monies to purchase 
a 50-foot surface skimmer vessel. Christened 
the S.V. Newark Bay, this vessel embarks on 
daily patrols on the Newark Bay and Passaic 
River, removing floating debris and litter.
